Iron foundry, about 60 x 95 meters, equinred with 3 travelinr cranes with a 
carrying canacity of 15,000 k. each, and 3 smeltinr furn ces, each about 1? 
meters hirh and 1.50 meters in diameter, Each furnace produced 300 kr of 
casting in one operation, Usually, not more than two of the furnaces were 

in operation at one time, during the period covered by the report. iach 
furnace was charged from 60 to 70 times per month.
